New Delhi, the 15 th November 1952 

S.R.O. 352. — In exercise of Ihe powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), the Cantonment Board, Shahiarhanpur, 
with the previous sanction of the Central Government hereby imposes In Shah-
